Is an Ex tension of Peoria-Heison Line 
to Rockford.

Lt is claimed by well-informed men 
in railroad circles that the 
Milwau­ 
kee, Peoria & St. Louis Railroad com­ 
pany recently incorporated at Spring ­ 
field, is backed by the Chicag o & 
Northwestern Railroad company . Al­ 
ready the Northwestern has a line 
from Peoria to Nelson which is almost ! 
half the distance to Rockford. 
If 
as is asserted, the new line is to be 
built from Peoria to Rockford it must 
follow the line of the road already 
partly buiit. 
One reason for the ex tension of the 
road, it is said, is the fact that there 
is no market for the coal from the 
mines in the v ioinlty of Peoria. 
By , 
way of Rockford the new line will - 
reach Milwaukee using the Kenosha ' 
div ision of the Northwestern. 
This 
will leav e only the construction of the 
road from Dix on to Rockford. 
And 
when this part of the line is built 
there will be ample market for the 
coal in all points from Peoria to Mil­ 
waukee. 
The rumor that the Great Western • 
company is behind the new corpora­ 
tion is said toba unwarranted.

GEO. LOVELAND IS TO BUILD IT 


Directors Are to Confer With Him 
Soon About the Plans. 


The sobool board of tbe north side 
schools decided that tbe new school 
building wbicb Georg e Lov eland has 
proposed to erect should be a four 
roomed brick structure, and modern 
and up-to-date in ev ery particular. 
Tbe majority of the north side citi 
zens want the building erected on the 
hig hest point.

It is never well to Judge 
a t th e stature of a man’s mind and 
aool by th at of h is body. Togo looks 
the sea captain— bronsed by weath er, 
wiry and alert. 
His face to not un- 
tOce th at of a European, as h e lacks 
th e oriental slant of th e eye and wears 
a dose cropped beard, spar*?, but bris­ 
tly, and growing Iron gray. Small as 
he to. th ere to about h im a certain air 
of command th at attracts attention. He 
to poised, self contained, ever ready. 
He to one of th e impassive sort, th at 
would stand unmoved in th e presence 
of an earth quake.

THAT VETO. 
A misapprehension still exists in 
the minds of some of the National 
Guards as to the veto of certain items 
some time ago in the appropriations 
by the legislature, The General As­ 
sembly appropriated $723,005 for the 
National guard. 
Governor Deneen 
vetoed items 
aggregating 1108,780, 
leaving $614,225. The separate items 
were vetoed because the law does not 
p ermit him to reduce specific sums, 
and for that reason the smaller sums 
were selected to be vetoed. Each of 
the sums vetoed are properly matters 
of ordinary expenditure and should be 
paid for out of the appropriation for 
ordinary expenses 
The legislature which recently ad­ 
journed appropriated $542,100 for or­ 
dinary expenses, which was p ermitted 
to stand. With the exception of the 
preceding legislature, which appro* 
p riated $023,328 for that purpose, no 
other legislature in the history of the 
state has appropriated more than 
$420,000 for ordinary and contingent 
expenses.

o f the higher o fficials o f the ro ad. 
On 
their to urs o f Inspectio n the o fficials 
had been accusto m ed to hurry by the 
o mall statio ns, but a few weeks after 
they had appo inted the first wo man o n 
the line they were induced to sto p at 
M o unt Sum m it by the lo cal autho ri­ 
ties.

In each o f the fo ur villages patro ns 
have co me fo rth vo luntarily and have 
co m plimented the o fficials o f the ro ad 
o n the wisdo m o f the new po licy . 
The 
to w n co uncil at M o unt Sum m it w ent to 
the tro uble o f passing reso lutio ns to the 
effect that since the change had been 
m ade the depo t is no lo nger a lo afing 
place and that the w aiting ro o ms are 
m ade Inviting fo r travelers. 
The statio n agents tran sact the busi­ 
ness fo r the express co m panies as well 
as fo r the railro ad, and their co mbined 
salaries am o unt to $45 o r $50 a mo nth. 
In several o f the to w ns y o ung wo men 
are learning telegraphy , and with the 
ado ptio n o f the new po licy by the co m­ 
pany the o ld railro ad men see the 
gradual elim inatio n o f the m asculine 
statio n agent and the em plo y m ent in 
tim e o f wo men o nly . 
At present It Is 
estim ated that tw enty y o ung wo men 
are alm o st expert eno ugh In handling 
the key to take charge o f the entire 
business o f a small statio n, and they 
will be installed as rapidly as vacan­ 
cies o ccur. 
“I suppo se w e’ll be seeing wo men 
setting the brakes o n freight trains In 
tim e,” co m m ented a railro ad man the 
o ther day . 
“They seem to have the 
men cn the run as statio n agents, and 
some day perhaps we will have a 
wo man acting as president o f a tra n s­ 
co ntinental sy stem . W ho kno ws? But 
there is o ne jo b that will be alw ay s 
o pen to men, and let us be thankful fo r 
th a t 
They can’t emplo y wo men as 
‘barkers’ at the statio ns to anno unce 
the arrival and departure o f trains. 
Yet I do n’t kno w’; so me ro ad may 
m ake a hit with the public y et by ap ­ 
po inting a priinu do nna to sing the 
nam es o f the statio ns instead o f hir­ 
ing a man w ith a fo g ho rn vo ice to 
baw l them o ut.”

Dr. Lauterbo rn, who is a m an o f ex­ 
perience, has figured it all o ut, and he 
say s that an o rdinarily severe co ld in 
the bead, th ro at o r chest will co st the 
unfo rtunate who has means and a 
faithful phy sician $10 in mo ney , ten 
day s in the ho use and co nsiderable lo ss 
o f business besides much suffering. 
Dr. L auterbo rn say s a co ld alw ay s

A fter a co ntest lasting five day s the 
gas grab m achine in Philadelphia has 
been fo rced by public o ppo sitio n and 
clam o r to abando n its effo rt to extend 
the lease o f the city gas w o rks to the 
United Gas Im pro vem ent co m pany fo r 
seventy -five y ears. 
Tho m as Do lan, president o f the co m­ 
pany , has w ithdraw n his pro po sitio n to 
advance the city $25,000,000 In co nsid­ 
eratio n o f the extensio n o f the lease 
which the co m pany no w ho lds. 
Jo hn W eaver, m ay o r o f Philadelphia, 
who has wo n a signal victo ry in his 
fight with the o rganizatio n by the w ith­ 
draw al o f the United Gas Im pro ve­ 
m ent co m pany ’s o ffer, is a sho rt, ruddy 
Englishm an with a chunky face, say s 
the New Yo rk Times. He has o ne o f 
the biggest chins that ever co mpleted 
a hum an face. He is so sho rt th a t he la 
called “the Little m ay o r.” but his figure 
is so square and chubby th at he do es 
no t really lo o k little, even to the m e­ 
dium sized men who to w er o ver him 
and to who m he has to raise his ey es 
when he talks. 
Do wn his Jaw there 
runs a lo ng and very deep gash, m ade' 
in his y o uth by a man who ]vas aim ing 
a blo w at so me o ne else and caught the 
Inno cent by stander. 
English bo ra, W eaver started at the 
bo tto m w hen he came to America as a 
bo y . 
He w as an errand bo y , but he 
saved up eno ugh to go to a business 
co llege and thus becam e a clerk. Then 
as clerk he saved up eno ugh to go to a 
law scho o l and beco me a lawy er. 
B ut he w as an unkno wn lawy er, a 
respectable 
but ano ny m o us 
no bo dy , 
when the ring to o k him up. Once he 
had Jo ined an Independent m o vem ent 
to best a ring co uncilm an fo r re-elec­ 
tio n, which had failed, but this aberra­ 
tio n had been ato ned fo r by a co ntinu­ 
o us regularity thereafter. 
The situatio n w as serio us fo r the ring 
in 1901. Ro tbermel, the able and ur- 
co m pro m tsing district atto rney , 
had 
pro secuted the ring's crim inals In a 
way th at gave great scandal to the o r­ 
ganizatio n and deep thankfulness to 
ho nest Philadelphians, 
He had even 
pro secuted Quay and had asto unded 
the ring by m aking a i>erseveriug effo rt 
to ado rn th a t statesm an w ith a suit o f 
stripes. Salter, the ballo t bo x stuffer, 
w as In Mexico w ith his ear to the 
gro und, w aiting to be to ld when be 
co uld co me back and be tried. I t w as 
painfully evident th a t Balter m ust re 
main an exile until Ro therm el had 
been go t o ut o f the o ffice. 
Ro therm el was reno m inated by a 
to wn meeting. The ring did no t dare 
no m inate o ne o f its heelers, and y et 
m ust have a man who wo uld do its bid­ 
ding. 
Francis Shunk Bro wn reco m­ 
mended W eaver. No bo dy knew who he 
was, and there was no danger o f auy 
o ne say ing any thing against him. D ur­ 
ham had never seen him, never heard 
o f him. “W ho Is W eaver?” becam e the 
rally ing cry o f the independents.
